•Kettle Creeks. The following ia »n extract 
iftom the letter : 

The mines of Kock Creek and Kettle 
lUver, in ilie valley of the Upper ColiimbiH, 
■are highly spoken of. Kock Creek is about 
'^'^300 miles distant from the Dalles, in a 
•northward direction. It is a tributary of 
'Katlle River, and has 8om« rich b.irs, where 
some miners are now at work, bnl Ihure it 
room for five times as many. All llie counir) 
in ttii8>vtcinity is auriferous, but it h.-is noi 
been prORpiected save along a portion ol ihi' 
«tream8 named; butthe paying bars already 
/ound •contain mucfa dirt . that bas not yei 
been wesheil. The amount made per ham! 

Eer day-vaiies, of course, as in :i!l mines; 
ut ihe wajres for good laborers is four dol- 
lars per day. There. have been cases where 
men. hare made 'tnore lhan ^Ipt) a.day wiiii 
a rocker. Two rhcn working with a rocker 
averaged S56 a day each for ten consecutive 
days. Mr. Al. has three ;ic(|uiiiMtaiices wlin 
have worked with one another for over two 
months, and they told him - that the lowest 
day's work was S4 18 each/and the hiu'hesi 
wasSlTOO, They were inining on Bonn- 
<lary Creek, part of which is in British Col- 
umbia. A nugget wnrih 85<5l) wa's found a 
few weeks since on lioek Creek, wliieh i- 
«iitirely in Ciiiisli Cuhirnbia. All Ihe oilier 
Auriferous branches of Ko.tle iliver are in 
Washington Territory. Kettle Kiver itself 
is about as large as Feather River. Much 
mining will be done on this stream and it,- 
tribularies next year. Tliere is good ;^r.iiii 
and rich soil in ihe ba.siii of Kellle Kiver. 
Two hundred p-^rsons will spend fliis wiiiliM 
in the Rock Creek mines, 'i'lie VVenaichef- 
is a small tributary of the Columbia, rising 
in the Cascade niodntains, near the Snoqiial- 
mie Pass and running eastward. It has loni.' 
been known to have some rich diggings iu 
its bars and ravines. Twenty-tive miri'" 
will spend the winter there. Flour is w.n >h 
from 20 to 25 cents per pound, fresh beet 
i^rom l2 to 15 cents.

To Lflvy an Annual Tax of £1 per Centum on 
the Value of all Real Estate In the Colony 
of Vancouver Island and its Dependenoies. 

WHEREAS, it is expedient to levy an Annual 
Tax of £1 per oeBtam on all the Real Estate 
in the Colony of Vancouver Island and "its Depen- 
dencies, for the use of Her Majesty, Her Heirs and 
Her Successors ; , ,^ r n 

. Beitmadedhj the Governor, on behalf of Her 
Majestyv.by and,with the advice and consent of the 
Legislative'Counisil and Assembly, as follows : 
••■ I. This act may be cited as the " Real Estate 
•Tax Act, 1860." , . ^.y ''' 

II. The term "Real Estate," includes all build- 
ings, whether moveable or immoveable, erected on 
the land, and all mines, minerals, quarries and 
fossils, in and under the same. 

III. Thero shallibe; raised, levied and oolleoted, 
i upon all Real Estate in the Colony of Vancouver 

Island and its dependencies, except as hereinafter 
mentioned, as from the first day of June, 18G0, an 
Annual Tax of XI per centum on the inarkot value 
-theieof, and to bo paid for the use of Her Majesty, 
Her Heirs and Her Successors. 

First Exception— Ml Real Estate vested in, or held 
in trust for Her Majesty, cr for the public uses of 
the Colony, either unoccupied or occupied by some 
■person in an ofTicial capacity. 

Second Exception— A[i Property vested in any 
person or body corporate, in trust for, or for the use 
-of any tribe or body of Iiulians. 

TAird Exception— Every place of Public Worship, 
Churchyard, Burying Ground, Public School Hou<e, 
Public Roadway, Square, Town or Ctly ilali. Gaol, 
House of Correction, Lock-up House, and Public 
Hospital, with the Land absolutely requisite for the 
due enjoyment ihereof. 

Fourth Exception— AU Agricultural Buildings and 
Improvemeiils. 

IV. The Governor shall appoint two or more 
AsaeBSors^ to. assess the value ot the Real Estate for 
the various Town and County Districts. 

V. Any one or more of the Assessors so appointed 
for anv one District, may be also appointed A.-sessor 
for any other District or Districts ; and may be also 

.empowered to assess any land not included in any

Any person conipiainin;^ nf an error or 
omission in re'^ard to himself, or Ijeiii;: uiidt ichari^iul 
or overcliar^ied by the yVs.sossor. shall personally, or 
bv his a;";:il. within fonrteon days after the posting 
ui) ol the roll, give notice in writing to the Asses.sors, 
that be considers himself aggfiared for any or all of 
the causes aforesaid. 



If a person assessed thinks that any person 
has been assessed too low or too high, or has been 
wrongfully inserted on or omitted from the roll, he

Austria's Venetian Preparations. 

Ever since the war of 185i), Austria ha» 
been alive to the importance ol increasing 
her fortifications, within the borders of Ve- 
netia, and now that the hour of her severest 
trial, since the days of the first Napoleon, 
seems tu be drawing near— viz., the attack 
anticipated upon her favorite province by 
Garibatdian8,.'and<r Sardinians, she may be 
said to have forlTfied it to an extent never 
before knowo. A late writer in a London pa- 
per, in speaking of these preparations, says: 
"In Venice itself, an islet, bristling with 
guns, has arisen suddenly in the middle of 
the grand viaducts— new works have been 
constructed on the side and at Malghera. 
It would surprise me if, knowing the insuf- 
ficiency of land lortifications against the 
means of destruction now in use in marine 
warfare, moveable defence.^, wliich alonti 
can be eliicacimi-, had not been tliought of; 
perhaps the I'leilmontese fl. et may learn too 
late, to their cost, that the passage is baireil 
by floating and plated-stecl batteries. At 
Verona, what seemeil imi)ossil)le, viz : to 
protect still more completely the entrenched 
camp of the town, has been effected. Im- 
possible to turn it. E.ery mountain top is 
crowned with forls j every gorge commanded 
by cannon. In the plains, toward Mantua, 
near iHe iiikeof Garda, other new fortresses 
have been raiseil or the old ones have been 
strengthened. 

" It is not an exaggeration to cay ttiat Ve- 
rona can protect an aVniy of lOO.'OOO men, and 
that the town can always be supplied with 
provisions from the mountainous side. Pes- 
chiera in one year, has becnrne another Ve- 
rona. It possessed one i)elt of detached 
torts; it has now two, and the hill snr- 
inouiitecl by a enx.", \Nli.-rii Vli-ior Krmiiainn'l 
last year opened the trenehe.s, i,s at thi- mo- 
ment defended by two forts which are nearly 
terminated.' On the lakes, .at the two ex- 
tremities of the line of defense, two regnlar 
citadels elosit in with their r.itiuiarts ami 
;:liici-! this bidt of sKUM's ainl |ir(Hi/e. A 
M.'am flotilla is lying on llie li,irtior. I bav,- 
not revi.«ited Mantua nor Leg ino. but I liave 
reason to think the defen-es of ihe I'.i are 
not more ncglee, ed than these <>i the -Mm- 
cio. Italy, siiiiile-haruleil, will never bo 
able ! 1 bri'.ik ihro:i::li the formidable chain 
which b.irs the pa>>a'je of tlie two river.-."
